BAN ALL MIDBLOCK 
TURNS DOWNTOWN 


Mid-block, or ““U"’ turns by motor 
vehicles will be prohibited in the down- 
town business district hereafter under 
an ordinance adopted by the city coun- 
cil yesterday. It has yet to be signed 
by Mayor Thompson. 

Although looked upon as the most 
drastic new traffic regulation since the 
loop no parking ordinance went into 
effect, the ordinance was quietly called 
up for passage by Ald. Thomas J. 
Bowler [41st], chairman of the traffic 
committee, and passed in the omnibus 
without a dissenting vote. After the 
council meeting several aldermen said 
they were unaware that the matter 
came up. 

If the ordinance becomes a law it 
will provide a penalty of $5 to $20 in 
the Traffic court for the motorist who 
turns around in the middle of a block. 
He must proceed to the corner. Since 
a “no left turn” rule at all loop cor- 
ners compels a right turn, it will thus 
be necessary for him to drive around 
a@ square to go in the other direction. 

The mid-block turn ban was first 
recommended by Miller McClintock in 
his traffic suryey report to the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce.

Reply to Pope

ROME, March 28.—The yawning 
gap between the Roman Catholic 
church and the state in Italy. was 
widened further today with an an- 
nouncement by Premier Mussolini's 
council of ministers that a decree law 
soon will be passed prohibiting the 
Catholic organization of boys called 
“Catholic Scouts.” The decree will 
make the Ballilla, which is a Fascist 
children’s organization, the only one 
permitted in Italy. This means the 
Italian government will take full charge 
of the training of the nation’s youth. 

This step is the direct outcome of 
the clash between the Vatican and the 
state, which came to a head last Sun- 
day with the pope’s lashing speech 
against the Catholic Centrist conven- 
tion for failing to call on him and 
against the Fascists’ assumption of 
the prerogative of educating Italian 
youth. 

The announcement of the council of 
ministers followed a speech by Premier 
Mussolini, which was looked on in 
the press and political circles as a di- 
rect reply to Pope Pius. The premier 
said it was the duty of the state to 
educate its youth, and “if the state 
fails to accomplish this task it simply 
compromises its right to exist.” 

“Fundamental Daty of State.” 

Premier Mussolini began with a dis- 
cussion of Sunday’s ceremony in which 
80,000 youths, who had reached 18 
years of age, were promoted from the

CRIME RISING ON 


JOHNSON SAYS 


Privilege Greater Peril 
than War, He Asserts. 


“Privilege is a new term in the vo 
cabulary of the law violator and this 
condition is a darker shadow on the 
future of our country than the menace 
of war,” declared United States Dis- 
trict Attorney George E. Q Johnson 
last night in a talk on “ Enforcement 
of the Law” before the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Credit Men at the Hotel La 
Salle. 

“Privilege assumes many forms,” 
he said, “but the most common is 
when an officeholder or petty politi- 
cian holds himself able to protect vio- 
lators of the law and collects revenue 
for this service. It brings about a 
paralysis of the administration of 
justice and today has grown to a point 
where prosecuting attorneys and 
courts are hampered in their work. 

“Judge Walter C. Lindley in tmpan- 
eling the March federal grand jury 
said, ‘It is estimated that this nation 
annually spends $11,000,000,000 in the 
war On crime.’ 

Insurance Rates Cited. 


“'The rates of insurance companies 
will best demonstrate the tax that 
crime levies on business,” Mr. Johnson 
went on. “A local insurance company 
gave me the following figures: 

“Wor robbery of mesesngers in 
March, 1920, the insurance rate was 
$10 per $1,000 and was increased to 
$16.50 by March, 1928. For interior 
holdups, offices and stores, the rate in- 
crease in the eight years was from $10 
to $16.50 per $1,000; for holdups of jew- 
elera, from $10 to $66 per $1,000; drug 
stores and service stations, from $20 to 
$66; and for mercantile open stock, $58 
to $100 per $1,000. The rate covering 
robberies of furs and silks increased 
from $42 to $100 per $1,000 between 
1920 and this year. 

“Lawless groups have the power 
which money gives, and this money 
comes from privilege. The only power 
in this country to protect the founda- 
tions on which government rests is the 
power of the courts. These founda- 
tions are gradually being undermined. 
With the growth of disrespect for law 
and order comes a lack of respect for 
the courts. 

“ Crime Sprouts In Privilege.” 

“This same system of privilege is 
the hotbed in which crime sprouts. You 
cannot catalog crime and punish one 
kind and not punish the other. Law 
violation of one type breeds violations 
of other laws. I am sure that privilege 
is at the bottom of lawlessness today. 

“The thing that every man and 
every woman realizs is that privilege 
has grown out of hand, and the evi- 
dences before us of utter disregard for 
life and property are proof of this. 
The causes of these outrages, which 
are today creating comment in every 
civilized country in the world, have 
their origin in illicit privilege to vio 
late state and national laws.

[that crime bears to punishment. An

Nov. 1, 1927, based cn a report of Hin- 
ton G. Clabaugh, chairman of the pa- 
role and pardon board, pointed out 
that in 1926 Chicag» police made 20,186 
arrests for felonies. Of that number 
647 went to a penitentiary or reforma- 
tory. Of 265,014 persons arrested, 
187,275 were dismissed. Of the total 
number arrested, 19,410 had criminal 
records, and 2,626 had major criminal 
records, but only 164 went to the peni- 
tentiary.

Elections in Chicago are being fought with 
shotguns and bombs. That is a fact which can- 
not be disputed. There can be no other meaning 
to the successive attacks upon Esposito, Swan- 
son, and Senator Deneen. , 

Four years ago any one who would have said 
that assassination and terrorism were soon to be 


in Chicago would have been laughed into silence. 
Many today will shut their eyes to the evidence. 
They will point to the polling places, one in 
every precinct, and argue that the voters are 
“still free to choose their public officials. Mr. 
Esposito is six feet under ground, but his neigh- 
bors may still vote for him for ward committee- 
man if they wish.

Once the ideal of free elections has been allowed 
to lapse, government by assassination, dictator- 
ship, and revolution is free to take its place. A 
community which will tolerate the murder of 
candidates before election can hardly complain 
if the defeated candidate refuses to make way 
after the election. |

LIFE_FOR_A P§NT IN 
MICHIGAN. 


The Supreme court of Michigan has graniedt @ 


writ of error which permits Fred Palm to appeal 
his sentence of life imprisonment. Palm was 
found guilty of, possessing a pint of gin and, as 
the conviction was his fourth, the judge said he 
was obliged, under Michigan’s habitual criminal 
act; to order Palm imprisoned for life. 

The Michigan law says that possessing a pint 
of gin is a felony rather than a misdemeanor, 
and four felonies mean life imprisonment. As a 
felony, possessing a pint of gin is ranged beside 
kidnaping, rape, murder and highway robbery, 
crimes which are conceived in malice and do grave 
and often irreparable injury to others, 

Palm’s appeal raises the question whether a 
legislature in its fanaticism may, in defiance of 


common sense, Classify the possession of a pint. 


of gin as a major crime. The appeal also raises 
the question whether the possession of a pint of 
gin can conceivably justify any court in locking 
aman up in the penitentiary for the rest of his 
life. Palm’s lawyer says his imprisonment for 
life is in violation of state and nationa] constitu- 
tions which forbid cruel and unusual punishments. 
Obviously it is.

There is not a judge on the bench in the entire 
state of Michigan, we fee] certain, who does not 
know many persons and associate with many per- 
sons who have liquor in their homes. Nearly 48 
per cent of the voters in the last Detroit election 
cast their ballots for the candidate who promised 
not to enforce the liquor laws. A judge, under 
such circumstances, must take judicial notice of 
the fact that in Michigan the possession of liquor 
is not a very grave offense no matter what the 
legislature may choose to call it. ‘Only legal 
sophistry can justify imprisoning one man for life 
because he chances to have been caught while 
making virtually no attempt to punish the hun- 
dreds and thousands of offenders against the same 
law to be found in every city and hamlet in the 
state. If Palm’s punishment is not both crue] and 
unusual, then there is no meaning in words. 
It seems hardly necessary to add that at this 
moment, while Palm is serving his life sentence 
for a pint of gin, Detroit police have still to find, 
much less imprison, the o ws who have col- 
lected $300,000 by kidnaping and extortion in re- 
cent months. Unless the upper court reverses 
the trial] judge, Palm will still be in jail while 
rapists, burglars and bank robbers are given their 
freedom in the belief that they will mend their 
ways.

THE EXPERIENCE OF AN 
EX-SANDHOG. 


HIS is a report of a conversation 

with an ex-sandhog. The gentle- 

man is now a district supervisor, 

having several hundred miles of 
railroad track and many bridges in his 
care. He was an intelligent man, though 
without much book education, and he 
was willing. 

The talk turned to the building of rail- 
road bridges across the Mississippi and 
Ohio rivers—the bridges at St. Louis, 
Thebes, Paducah, Cairo, and Memphis, 
and the proposed bridges at Néw Or- 
leans and Vicksburg. Mr. Supervisor 
had worked as a sandhog on more than 
one of these bridges. The story he told 
me about sandhogs was taken from his 
own experience and observation. 

I asked him about “ bends,” the very 

painful and frequently fatal disease to 
which sandhogs are subject. A sandhog 
is a man who works in bridge caissons, 
working under high air pressure, dig- 
ging foundations for bridges and such. 
The pain and cramping is due to bub- 
bles of air forming in the blood stream. 
He had seen many sandhogs crumple 
up with the “ bends.” 
_ When a man fell over his fellow work- 
men stripped him and threw him in a 
trough of hot water kept at hand for 
the purpose. The water was “ almost 
hot enough to scald a hog.” His bud- 
dies rubbed him vigorously as he lay 
in the water. They next- removed him 
from the water and laid him on the floor 
and continued rubbing him. Back and 
forth he went, in and out of the water, 
until he got\easy or he died. 

The present day treatment is a great 
improvement over that of my sandhog 
acquaintance. Now they put the suf- 
fering man back into the caisson and 
turn on the pressure. 
into solution in his blood and the pain 
stops. The next step is to turn off the 
pressure | very ‘slowly, 
plenty of time to get readjusted. The 
air pressure can be relieved so slowly 
that the attack of “bends” will not 


return.

NATIONAL ORIGINS, 


Chicago, March 20.—Your editorial @ 
the interference of “ hyphenates” wm 
the proposed “ national origin” feu 
gration quotas is very sound, if you ge 
the term “hyphenates” in its @;, 
sense. If my recollection serves m 
right, the word “hyphenates” wy, 
coined by John Boyle O'Reilly way bee 
in the “rst Cleveland administraties & 
define that type of English which as 
not be Americanized, even after genes 
tions of residence in this country. 

The authors of the “ national origing’ 
admit in effect, that their quotas ay 
mere guesses, based on nothing. The 
start with the charred fragments of th 
so-called census of 1790, which does ae 
purport to give any information as & 
national origins, and proceed to gus 
at the origins from the names liste 
classing every name that ts doubtful as 
English. It is amusing to see how they 
called nearly every name 
English. 

There ig no secret about our ‘ational 
origins. The evidence exists today i 
overwhelming abundance, and any on 
who makes an honest, intelligent efor 
to learn about it may do so easily. 
Blackstone tells us that there were two 
classes of colonies in the British em 
pire. The first class had been settled 
from the “mother country” and th 
laws of England followed the settlers 
They were automatically subject to the 
acts of the parliament of England. The 
second class of colonies was inhabited 
by non-English people, whose lands had 
been acquired by the king by cession 
and conquest. This second clags af 
colonies was attached to the crown, 
and was not subject to the parilament, 
but was entitled to its own legislatures 
and made its own laws. The American 
colonies, he says, being principally af 
the latter sort, had the same status a 
that of Ireland and the rest of the nen 
English colonies which had been a 
quired by cession and conquest. This 
was the view expressed by Franklin is 
his private correspondence and before 
the committee of the house of commons. 

The right of non-English colonies to 
be taxed only with their consent was 
based upon a statute of Henry Il. The 
revolution thus began to preserve the 
rights of the colonists as non-English 
subjects of the king of England The 
Declaration of Independence ignores the 
English parliament, whose pretentions 
the colonists never recognized, and de- 
nounces the king as a tyrant.

He says the 
colonists came from every part of 
Europe, and that less than one-third of 
them were English. Certainly, he would 
not have made such a statement to the 
colonists in writing if it were not trues, 
for they would have known better.

Passes Away After Long 
Illness at Home.

Walter Clyde Jones, well known 
Chicago att®rney, who for years was 
active in IDlinois Republican politics 
and was a member of the state senate 
from 1906 to 1914, died yesterday in his 
home at 1637 Judson avenue, Evans- 
ton, after a long illness. Mr. Jones, 
who was a senior member of the law 
firm of Jones, Addington, Ames & Sie- 
bold. was 57 years old. He had been 
in ill health since the fall of 1926, fol- 
jowing a number of operations. 

In 1912 Mr. Jones was a candidate 
for governor on the Progressive Re- 
publican ticket. He served as state 
genator from the 5th district. 

Counsel for Corporations. 

Mr. Jones was born in Pilot Grove, 
Ta., on Dec, 27, 1870. He was gradu- 
ated from the Chicago College of Law 
fm 1895 and was admitted to the bar 
the same year. His practice in re 
cent years dealt mostly with corpora- 
tion and patent law and he was coun- 
gel for a number of large companies. 

Hie was vice president and director 
of the Benjamin Electric company of 
Chicago. Author of the direct primary 
law of Illinois and of the ten hour 
day law for women. Mr. Jones also 
was a leader in the movement for civil

New York, March 28.—{ Special. }— 
Weary of battle, Wall street tried to- 
day to halt its financial juggernaut, 
but, carried on by its own momentum, 
the market continued to roll along, 
crushing bulls and bears alike. Pant- 
ing for a breathing spell, traders 
were allowed none. The stock ¢ex- 
change machinery again creaked and 
groaned as sales sped past the 4,000,- 
000 magk and stocks shot upward and 
downward with lightninglike thrusts. 
The total was 4,115,800 shares. 

Wall street’s giant craps game still 
spun merrily on, but, as harried spec- 
ulators in crowded brokerage offices 
put it, “one couldn't even see the 
dice roll.” It was too fast for the 
eye that had to depend on a cluttered 
ticker that sometimes ran thirty min- 
utes behind the trading on the floor. 

There were lulls but the ticker 
never quite caught up and frenzied 
financiers outside the exchange never 
knew at what price they were buying 
or selling. Sometimes orders to buy 
and stop loss orders ten points down 
were executed simultaneously, much 
to the buyer's grief. 

Radio a Jumping-Jack. 

The most sensational gyrations were 
around the Radio post. Stock of the 
Radio Corporation of America shot 
up to a new high of 174%, an ad- 
vance of 13 points. Amid wild trad- 
ing this stock moved up and down 
like a jumping-jack. Near the close, 
with the ticker many minutes behind, 
nobody on the floor seemed to know 
what the closing price would be. 
When the final figure was picked out 
of the jumble it was seen to be 167%, 
which represented a net decline for 
the day of 1% points. 

General Motors also furnished a lot 
of hectic trading and at the finish 
had suffered a drop of 4% points, 

Rails took on new life. Texas and 
Pacific was the particular feature, 
moving up ten points to a new high 
of 134%. It closed 7% points up. 

The oil shares, as a group, were 
caught up and sent forward in im- 

pressive fashion, gains in them rang- 
ing from a point or so to 2%. Com- 
mercial Solvents went up more than 
7 points, and Montgomery Ward closed 
with a gain of 4%.

This column has received a query as 
to how much it would cost to electr> 
fy the major railroads of the United 
States and how long it would take to 
do it. 

The inquirer makes the points that 
this work would keep American Capi- 
tal in the country, give us better

the costs of electrification. 

The cheaper money becomes, the more 
live this question grows. A Chicago ex- 
pert on railway electrification said 
yesterday: “‘ The price of money ‘« the 
crucial point. It looks as if we wil] be 
able to get money at four per cent before 


long. When that happens, you will see 
some great changes, and see them 
quick.” 


He pointed out that railway electrifi- 
cation heretofore had been mostly in 
mountain divisions or in the approaches 
and terminals of great metropolitan dis- 
tricts, but that plans are now maturing 
for the electrification of some heavy 
traffic stems in more level country. 

Here are some pretty close approxi- 
mations of the cost of electrification on 
actual electrified roads, but of course 
every road has its own problems and 
its own costs, and here are several dif- 
ferent kinds of equipment in use. 

One.of the big American electrifica- 
tions cost about $55,000 per mile in 
money of present purchasing power. 
This includes all equipment, including 
transformers, but not power generation, 
as power is bought from electrical com- 
panies. The cost of rolling stock—loco- 
motives—was about 22 per cent of the 
whole cost of electrification. 

The overhead catenary and power 
transmission system on another Amer- 
ican electrification cost $20,000 per mile. 
The total cost if power generation had 
been built would have been aboyt $70,- 
000 per mile of track, but this work 
was in a very dense traffic district. 


There are about 25,000 miles of rail- 
way line which do about half the ton 
tailes of traffic service performed in the 
country. These lines would average well 
over two tracks, so a very conservative 
of their electrification cost: 
would total three billion dollars. With 
cheap money to finance the job, it would 
pay for itself in a surprisingly brief pe- 
riod. The time it would take depends 
upon how much skilled electrical labor is 
available, how fast it can be trained, 
and how much the electrical manufac- 
turing industry is expanded to meet this 
demand. The faster the job, the more 
it would cost, other things being equal.

‘Split Star’ May 
Herald Birth 
of New World 


Astronomer Says Similar 
Crash Formed Earth. 


BY W. J. MAKIN. 
{Chicago Tribune Preas Service.] 

CAPETOWN, South Africa, March 
28.—Astronomers in South Africa are 
eagerly watching nightly the “ split 
star,”’ Nova Pictoris. 

“This is a case of the millionth 
chance coming off,’ said Dr. Spencer 
Jones. “It is wramg to say the star 
is split in two. There are two stars 
now, and there were two before, al- 
though we didn’t know it. 

“If you had a hollow globe the size 
of the earth and you allowed half a 
dozen tennis balls to fly around inside, 
the chances of two colliding would be 
about as great as the chance of a 
grazing impact such as has happened. 
Nobody expected it to occur. The two 
stars now visible seem to show it was 
due to a collision or grazing impact. 


> 

“The rarity of the happening gives 
it great significance. The outburst 
occurred three years ago. The distance 
between the two stars now, I judge, is 
a fifth of a second of an arc. That 
means a separation of a fifteenth of a 
second annually, which is the normal 
average of the angular motion of 
stars. 

“It is the first direct evidence of 
a collision between two stars within 
historica] times. It is speculation to 
say this is the birth of a new world, 
but we have in this instance the same 
phenomenon which gave rise to life 
within our own.

“No astronomer ever entertained 
hopes of seeing such a rare event. 
We shall never be able to tell what 
happens, because we are too far away. 
The two stars may form themselves 
into a physical system, revolving 
around each other, or they may sepa- 
rate, each going its own way.”

Beauty and Perfume 
of 10,000 Roses Fill 
Halls of Flower Show 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 

Gardeners took time to count their 
roses at the Garden and Flower show 
in the exhibit hall of the Hotel Sher- 
man yesterday. More than ten thou- 
sand roses are on display, according 
to Paul E. Weiss, a gardener from 
Maywood, and his co-workers. Some 
of the stems are from five to six 
feet’ long. 

Since the beginning of the show 
there has been a guessing game or 
among visitors. Dozens have tried to 
figure out the number of blossoms 
in the basket of one thousand roses 
on display in the exhibit hall. The 
big basket of flowers won a special 
prize for the Premier Rose Gardens 
at Maywood. 

The roses in this year’s show come 
from the Chicago region, where per- 
haps one hundred million are pro- 
duced annually. It is the biggest cut 
flower district in the world. Fifteen 
million square feet of rose gardens 
are under glass in this section. Among 
the new roses exhibited for the first 
time are the Marene, grown by Frank 
Schramm of Crystal Lake, and Kordes, 
grown by Joseph Kohout of Cicero. 

The spidery petaled African daisy 
is among the debutantes this year. 
It is shown in red, pink, salmon, and 
white, and is known as the Gerbera 
or Transvaal (a Jamesoni hybrid) 
daisy. The bunch in the exhibit hall 
has attracted attention among garden- 
ers interested in new specimens. 

At the north end of the hall is a 
grand display of various flowers cov- 
ering a space of 20 by 30 feet. Itisa 
collection of blossoms and plants from 
twenty-three north shore estates. The 
ccliection includes rare displays of 
schizanthus, cineraria, lily, and amaryl- 
lis specimens. 


Six fine orchids from A. D. Lasker's 
Mill Road farm at Lake Forest won 
first prize.

“Nothing could be more unfair or 
more untrue than Dr. Hough's atti- 
tude,” Mrs. Sisson said. “‘“We have 
never descended to personalities and 
hence cannot be accused of behead- 
ing eminent and thinking Americans 
who have the courage to point out 
America's social] and political] faults. 

“As for being an auxiliary of the 
klan, nothing but scorn can greet 
such statements. No organization has 
done more toward education of immi- 
grants than the D. A. R.” 

Mrs. William J. Sweeney of Rock 
Island defended the organization's pol- 
icy of national defense. 

“ Failure to provide a national de- 
fense that can protect at all times 
and cope with any untoward emer- 
gency is supreme folly,” she declared.

Glazed Strawberries. 
Mrs. Eric S. wants us to repeat the 
recipe for glazed strawberries, and

Cook to jelly-making stags, or to 
220 degrees, equal measures of sieved 
raw strawberries and sugar plus a 
lemon juice—about a tablespoon of 
lemon juice to an original pint of 
berries.
